Columbus, Ohio, May 14.—The call 


for the meeting of the republican state 
central committee, which was to be 
held here tomorrow at the same time 
with the state conference of republi- 
can parly leaders, has been cancelled. 


The decision to rescind the call was 


reached by Chairman Walter F. Brown 
at. noon after a series of conferences 
with 
prominent 
republicans, 
chief 


aiiioii(; whom were. Governor Harris 
and Arthur 1. Vorys. the manager of 
the Taft campaign. The opinion of 
Chairman Brown was that inasmuch 
as the committee meeting had been 
requested by Senator Dick as an ad- 
junct to thu general conference and 
as the larger meeting had been can- 
celled by the parties who had advo- 
cated it, there was no especial need 
tor the state centra! committee to 
mi>et. 


This decision was not entirely in 


harmony with the opinions of many of 
tin; Taft. following in various parts of 
the state and throughout the morning 


• telephone and 
telegraph 
messages 


poured in upon Chairman Brown and 
Mr. Vorys urging that the meeting of 
the committee he Insisted upon. Many 
of these dispatches urged the import- 
ance of a show down among the mem- 
bers of the committee, declaring that 
the result, would be that the majority 
would he for Taft and not with the 
two senators as has been claimed. 


Could See No Good In It. 


Chairman Brown, however, decided 


ITiat. no actual good would follow a 
meeting of the committee at this time 
and called the meeting off. 


The Foraker people insist that a 


meeting of the committee would show 
that the party organization is still 
with him and Senator Dick. To this 
the Taft managers reply that' Chair- 
man Brown came out in favor of an 
indorsement for Taft when ho issued 
a. statement, last night, declaring that 
if the conference called by Senator 
Dick had been held it. would, "beyond 
any doubt, have given a unanimous in- 
dorsement to Secretary Taft."

St. Petersburg, May 14.— The work- 


nen of St. Petersburg generally today 
elebrated the Russian May day with 
^ one day's strike, most of the factor- 
es closing entirely and others sus- 
tending business at noon. Only the 
;overnmental works, such as the .ship 
•ards and ammunition factories were 
open. The authorities had announced 
.hat a cessation of work there would 
be punished by a general lockout, but 
the workmen voted to give their day's 
jarnlngs to the fund for idle work- 
men. 
The sjrikfi also affected many 


of tho smaller stores, the street car 
service was suspended on several of 
the lines and most of the newspapers 
announced the suspension of their aft- 
ernoon or Wednesday morning edi- 
tions owing to the strike of their com- 
positors. 
No disorders had been re- 


ported up to noon and not any were 
expected, the socialist organizations 
having exhorted the workmen to ab- 
stain from demonstrations either in 
the vicinity of the works or in the 
public parks which today are the 
scenes of May day merrymaking on 
the part of the working classes. The 
few districts in regard to which the 
authorities were particularly appre- 
hensive were patrolled by detach- 
ments of infantry and cavalry 
and 


forces of troops were held in readi- 
ness for emergencies in the other 
quarters, .but they were kept out of 
sight as far as possible.

His wife noticed his condition when 


after dlrfuer yesterday he told her he 
was going to "take Hazel for a walk in 
the park. 


"You will bo careful of Hazel? 
she 


asked. 


"No harm will come to her,' replica 


Schults. 
"Wherever I go. she shall 


go. We will be happy together." 


At 7 o'clock their bodies were found. 


After killing the child and slashing 
his own throat Schults had sat down, 
with the child's body in his arms, her 
head resting upon his right shoulder, 
while he awaited death. 


Letter Explains All. 


At his feet was lying a letter which 


showed that he had carefully planned 
the tragedy. It rend: 


"My Beloved Wife nnd My Friends: 


Forgive me. I could not die and leave 
Hazel. I wanted to talte her-with me 
to heaven.

AMERICAN ACTORS ARE .HOOTED 


London Audience Resents Portrayal 


by Sothern and Marlowe. 


Columbia City, May 14.—TJIP Com- 


mercal Mail says that the discovery 
of the remains of the famous Indian 
chief, Coessi-, once au inhabitant of 
\Vhitley county, has stimulated talk 
of having the bones of the doughty 
chieftain laid to rest in Whitley coun- 
ty soil and interred in a decent and 
respectable manner. Two weeks ago 
Dr.' Koontz and others of Roanoke lo- 
cated nnd exhumed the remains of 
Coesse and other Indian relatives of 
the old warrior. The remains of Co- 
esse wero 
positively identified by 


Kilsoquah, a cousin of Coessc. who 
still resides with her son near Roan- 
oke. A peculiar silver pipe and some 
other trinkets furnished the positive 
proof of identification. 


J W Baker, postmaster of this city, 


has received a letter from Dr. Koontz, 
of Roanoke, stating that the present 
possessors of Coesse's remains are 
willing to give them up under certain 
conditions to the people of Whitley 
county, or turn them over to the old 
settlers' association of tho county. 


In response to 
the 
letter of Dr. 


Koontz S. P. Kaler, Henry McLallc-n, 
j W baker, R. H. Marine;, Melvin 
Blain, L. D. Clapham, J. W. Adams 
and others will make a trip to Roanoke 
and arrange if possible for the burial 
of Coesse's remains in Whitley county 


Just where the remains will be in- 


terred is not determined. Some have 
suggested that a fitting place would 
bo on the court house lawn with suit- 
able monument. 
Others have sug- 


gested that a site should be selected 
and secured in Union township, where 
the old chief and his tribs resided and 
still others have given it as their opin- 
ion that, interment should be made in 
one of the Columbia City cemeteries. 
The matter of the last resting place 
will probably be decided at the next 
old settler's meeting of the county. 


Whnn a committee from this coun- 


ty visited Kilsoquah last year she said 
she would be glad to have the re- 
mains of Copsse nnd her 
husband 


brought to this county, provided nor 
remains would be brought here and 
given decent burial at her death.

New Haven, Conn.. May 14.—Elihu 


Root, secretary of state, in an address 
before Yale students last night, em- 
phasized the growing menace o£ so- 
cialism to the nation. 
To counteract this peril he urged 


constant vigilance In fostering patri- 
otism and loyalty. 
Secretary Root warned his hearers 


that it was a mistake to assume that 
the republic will endure for the fu- 
ture 
He said plainly that the people 


themselves may decide to change 
their form of Kovernmont. 
"Wo are accustomed to flatter our- 


selves," said Secretary Root, "that the 
irreat American experiment has been 
successful. It has,-indeed, carried the 
demonstration of the popular capacity 
of the people to rule themselves far 
hevond the point which originally 
seemed possible to the enemies of 
popular government. The demonstra- 
tion lias produced an effect upon the 
constitutional government throughout 
the civilized world, by the side of 
which the Roman dominion sinks to 
an Inferior place as a permanent 
force. Great Change May Come. 


••Nevertheless, we must not delude 


ourselves with 
the idea that tho 


American experiment of government 
has ended or that our task is accom- 
plished. 
Our political system has 


proved successful under simple condi- 
tions. It still remains to bo seen how 
it will Bland the strain of tho vast 
complication of the life upon which 
we are now entering. It remains to 
be seen whether tho democracy will 
he willing to continue the present 
methods of government, or whether, 
with their continually increasing real- 
ization of their own power, the people 
will change the old methods of gov- 
ernment along such lines as 
fore- 


shadowed hy the proposals for an ini 
tiativo 
and 
referendum — proposals 


that would substitute a direct demo 
cratlc action for representative gov 
eminent, as representative govern 
ment was substituted 
for absolute 


monarchial control. 


"Modern democracy simply has in 


grafted upon the old social system the 
assertion o£ the right to equal individ- 
ual opportunity, so that no barrier of 
birth, caste or privilege shall stand be- 
tween any man and whatever career 
his ability, Industry, and courage en- 
title him to achieve. 
The socialists, 


ia no negligible numbers, demand a 
re-organization of society upon en- 
tirely 
different 
principles. 
Limita- 


tions upon the right of private proper- 
ty are widely favored. 
Limitations 


upon individual opportunity are still 
more widely enforced among all that 
part of the wage workers who believe 
in putting a limit upon the amount 
of work each workman shall be per- 
mitted to do. 
Common benefit of 


property and a common standard of 
exertion are liable to be substituted 
for all inequalities of fortune and 
achievement. 


Struggle for Inequality. 


"After many centuries of struggle 
or the right of equality there is some 
•eason to think that mankind now is 
entering upon a struggle for the right 
of inequality. 


"It remains to he seen how democ- 


racy will work under these new condi- 
tions. The complication of an inter- 
dependent life will put the power of 
doing 
incalculable 
harm into 
the 


hands of so many men and combin- 
ations of men of different occupations 
that a realization of the common in- 
terest is absolutely essential to tho 
working of the vast machine. 
The 


mere forcible enforcement of law is 
inadequate. It is-not the fear of the 
policeman or the sheriff that keeps 
he peace in our many cities. It is the 
self-control of the millions of inhabi- 
tants. 


"No one can tell when or where the 


great new forces which are being de- 
veloped for the government by the 
people will overcome the power of 
common patriotic purpose that makes 
possible 
combined national action. 


Our country is not safe in leaving un- 
used any possible influence and effort 
toward the maintenance of patriotic 
idealism and practical loyalty. 


Education Not Enough. 


It Is doubtful whether a higher 


academic education contributes much, 
to the capacity for political useful- 
ness. As a. rule political wisdom in 
the best sense comes in life not study. 
The tendency of highly educated men 
to neglect all political duties unfor- 
tunately is too general. 


"Everything t have said about the 


relations of the government to our 
modern life carries as a necessary cor- 


lary to its existence the universal 
ity of citizenship to tako part in it. 
'he scheme of popular government, 
pon which so much depends, cannot 
3 worked successfully unless the 
ireat body of such men as are now in 
his room do their share. No one of 
s can fail to do his share without 
orfeiting something of his title to 
elf-respect."
